Every section of the Bill iniroduced 
by the Government and fraudlontly on- 
titled "An Act to provide for tlie better 
collection of Provincial taxes from 
Chinese," contains a sneer at the honest 
advocates of tlie imposition of a tax on 
Ohihese;'^/' The intent of the Bill is not 
good, as claimed by the Government 
organ. It is not alone bad, but tiio 
measure has been framed with the ex- 
press-object of being killed at Ottawa. 
-No one knows better tiian the leader of 
the Government that a measure which 
'shiftB the re^onsibility of paying the 
tax from Chinese to white shoulders 
will never pass muster at the Federal 
Capital. Lot us look at the chief 
points of the Bill : 1st. A Chineso 
person is asked to i)ay tlie tax. 2d. 
If he cannot or do not comply his goods 
; will be seized. 3d. If he have no good 
. of his own his employer's or neighbor's 
goods may bo taken instead, ith. If 

■ he hold a fraudulent certificate his em 
ployer (who may be as innocent of com 

■ ■ is plicity in the fraud as a babe) is made 
responsible to tlio tune of §100. Ctb. 

■ ' In'ease the Chinese person who has no 

license is not the fortunate possessor of 
goods and chattels of his own, and lias 

, neither employer nor friends who have 
any goods, ho is to bo set at worlc on 
the roads to t\w oxchision of white 
labor. And, 7 til. The.employer is made 
responsible for the payment of the tax 
on his servant, upon whose continuance 
in his employ from ouo hour to another 
he has no security. 

Such, fairly and briefly stated, is the 
principle of this precious measure, wliicl 
has been framed with no other object 
than to cast ridicule and contempt on a 
good cause — to make the legislature and 
those who have protested long and 
loudly against the immunity of the 
Chinese from taxation — laughin 
stocks throughout tlio Dominion. One 
is surprised to fiuii tlio Attornoy-Gen 
eral'a name figuring at the head of this 

• sorry attemjjt at wit at the expense of 
the white working classes of the Frov 
ince, some of whom are known to be in 
a state of distress because the means of 
gaining a livelihood are withheld from 
them by the einplo\'mont of "Chineso 
cheap labor." The best evidence of the 
insincerity of the measure is found in 
the fact that the three or_ four 
members who are loudest in its 
support are the heaviest employers of 
Chinese labor in the Province ; and that 
the Standard — the Government organ 
— which warmly supports this Bill — 
on the 10th day of August, 1875, in- 

, formed its readers that the white la- 
borers of the Province were idle, 
drunken, and shiftless vagabonds, and 
that the Chinamen wrre the only class 
to be trusted (See extract in another 
column.) It is not strange thata paper 
which three years ago could utter these 
atrooiouB sentiments should yesterday 
beam with satisfaction through a col- 
umn of editorial rubbish at the intro- 
duction of the Bill under discussion. 
The Standard has got its lesson from 
those whom it serves ; but it recites it 
as usual in a blundei'ing way. It de- 
mands the passage of the measure and 
adds it " felt" sure that The Colonist 
would give its undivided support to the 
Bill." In the very next breath it re- 
marks — " It may bo found in Commit- 
tee that modijlcalions are desirable to 
meet the views of honoi'able members." 
Now, it is in an earnest desire to have 

.a measure passed that shall be credita- 
ble to the, House and beneficial to the 
country that we pointfed out on Sunday 
the obno.xious clauses in which " modi- 
cations are desirable," for doing which 
the organ asserts that we are in the pay 
of the Chinese companies. Wo would 
not for a moment be understood as in- 
timating that the pure and guileless 
Standard, when it denounced white la- 
borers as idle, drunken, shiftless vaga- 
bonds, and the moral inferiors of Chi- 
namen, was in the pay of the Chinese 
companies. Oh! no; but then was an 
inducement of a pretty solid character, 
in the form of Government advertise- 
ments, that impelled its publisher to 
" throw off" on his own race. The De 
Cosmos-Walkem Government favored 
the employment of Chinamen and paid 
the Standard to denounce white men as 
idle, drunken, shiftless vagabonds, and 
„ the, moral inferiors of the Chinese 1 

In discussing the Bill what "modifi- 
cations" arc proposed by the Standard? 
None; as on most subjects, the paper 
is devoid of a practical idea on this 
subject. TheHouaeshouldseeif fromtho 
mass of nonsense and bad law that the 
Bill comprises there caiuiot bo ex- 
tracted at least a single grain of com- 
mon sense. The Bill should be taken 
up in committee, all but the title cut 
C., £ out, and a now edifice reared on the 

\ ruins. The Bill as it now stands is i"e- 
gardcd by those at whose instanco it 
has been introduced as a " huge joke," 
and Mr. Walkeji knows as well as any 
one else that it will be disallowed at 
- Ottawa. It was introduced Avith no 
other object than to hoodwink and de- 
ceive workingmen and to insure its dis- 
allowance. Ilcnce we find it going to 
the extreme of absurdity. If the House 
will not step in and save the Bill by 
inserting., sensible and reasonable 
amendments it ^vill certainly fail. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem yesterday laid 
on the table of the House a Bill to 
place an annual tax of §100: on all- in- 
surance companies represented in the 
Province, . and one-tenth . of one per 
cenfc'bn the amount insurisd by them. 
The one-tenth of one per cent, would bo 
paid by the insurer ; this, taken in 
connection with the tax of one-eighth 
of one per cent, levied in this Munici- 
pality, and both added to the insurance 
rates now paid, would make it a serious 
matter to insure any description of 
property. Wo have no desire to throw 



ar^S^C^eliS^i^^ay of the Govcin- 
mRnt''ra{sing a revenue, but if we are 

not mistaken a deeisijn in the suit of 
certain insurance companies in the 
Province of Quebec has just been de- 
cided by the Pri\y Council in favor of 
the companies. The Province of Que- 
bec taxed insurance ^.compwies. The 
companies demurred." Tlie case went 
to the Supreme Court of the Dominion, 
which body decided against the right 
of the Province to tax the companies. 
The Province carried the case before 
tho Privy Council, with the result as 
above stated, and tho Pro^Tnco ^\ill 
have to refund to the companies .$200,- 
000 illegally collected. Proceedings 
were taken under clause 91, sub-section 
2, of the British North American Act, 
which reserves to the Dominion Gov- 
ernment tho right to regulate trade and 
commerce. We would draw the atten- 
tion of the Attorney-General to this 
case, as wo believe tho Act which has 
been set aside was similar in tendency 
to tho one introduced yesterday, and if 
so it is clear that even the one-eighth of 
one per cent. Municipal tax cannot be 
imposed. 

THE OHAMPION OP THE CHINESE. 



In 1S75, when the DeCosmos Wal- 
kem Government held office and tho 
public money was being squandered up- 
on tho construction of roads by Chineso 
labor; when The Cohuiift ami the then 
Oj)po3ition in tho IIou.se wore liiljoring 
against heavy odds to show the Govoru- 
inent that they were encouraging an 
undesirable class of immigmnts to the 
Province which would eventually mo- 
nopolize the labor market, tin; Sfnnddrd 
— which to-day throws it.self into the 
breach as tho champion of tho cou- 
temptiblo legislative swindle known as 
the Chinese Tas. Bill, used the follow- 
ing language : 

""^Vo know of one contractor on a 
section of the Westminster-Yale wagon 
road,, who made up his mind to oin])loy 
none but white men on his job, and ac- 
cordingly engaged the services of all 
the men ho required in this city and 
paid their faro from here to New West- 
miiwter. They went to work, and all 
wont well enough till the first pay day, 
but no sooner did they got their ninnoy 
than they marched otf to New West- 
minster — this was on Saturday even- 
ing — and the following Monday more 
than one-half of them were absent from 
duty, drinking and carousing in the 
city, and his work Avas nearly suspen- 
ded in consequence. As he was under 
bonds to have his contract completed 
by a certain date, ho was compelled to 
come dowii again to Victoria for more 
help, and this time employed a number 
of Chinamen, who worked faithfully 
and well until his contract was comple- 
ted. Had it not been for the China- 
men ho assured' us it would have been 
impossible for him to have completed 
his contract in the time specified, and 
ho would have been a heavy loser by 
tho transaction. Now, these are the 
kind of men The .Colonist would have 
protected by exceptional legislation 
from fair competition with Chinamen." 
•Standard, August 16, 1875.

The lucky owners of land 
here possess tho groat advantage of be- 
ing alile to raise large crops without ir- 
rigation, and have fine water carriage 
for thoir produce. I believe all tho 
open land is taken up ; but there is a 
large extent of excellent timbered Jand 
wliich will carry a considerable popu- 
lation some day. The farmers are en- 
terprising men and use a great amount 
of labor-saving machinery. Tho road 
passes by one fence which must bo six 
or seven miles long, inclosing beautiful 
waving fields of gi'ain tho whole dis- 
tance. Mr. Wiohors has very nearly 
200 acres under cultivation and his 
croj) throughout can bo classed No. 1. 
jNlossr.s. Bennett it Lumby, whose farm 
adjoins his, have probably the largest 
area under cultivation in British Col- 
umbia, about 330 acres of grain, which, 
like all the rest in. the valley, looks 
splendid. Mr. Bennett is one of the 
members returned to represent tho dis- 
trict in the B. C. Legislature, and is 
v(>ry popular. Mr. Fortune, tho pio- 
neer settlor in this part of tho countiy, 
is l)e;uitifully located on the banks of 
tlie Bpolhunnchecu and has about 200 
acres under crop. There are many 
other large farms which I was unable 
to see. The average yield of tho grain 
all through for last year (as threshed 
l)y iMr. Vance's steam thresher) was 
something ovi'r 2200 lbs. to tho acre. 
If Iherc! is only a sufllcicnt demand for 
tho produce the farmers are bound to 
beconu^ wealthy. Messrs. Swelwell & 
Lainbly are erecting a frame storehouse 
on the river at the steamboat landing, 
T expect a macadamized road from hero 
to the head of Okanngon Lake about 
If) miles in length will shortly bo a 
necessity as there will be agreat amount 
of teaming to be done, it being the out- 
lot for the whole of the Okanagon 
countiy. Besides, the Cherry Creek 
silver mines will have to got their sup- 
jilies and nnichiiiery through this way. 
1 hear from Mr. Torrcnce's report that 
tho silver lead as (leveloi)cd is immense- 
ly rich. I nnist now conclude. In my 
next I shall give you some account of 
the fine farming and grazing lands of 
Okanagon and Nicola.

Along 
tho wagon-road the crops look pretty 
good ; but I must * coilfess that the 
country does not seem to mo very suit- 
able for agriculture, the jiatches of 
farming land being limited and scatter- 
ed, Avhich I sujipose makes it better for 
those who have been lucky enough to 
secure good land. 

AT CACHE OUEEK, 
(where I left the main road for Kam- 
loops) I found Mr. J. Newland as gen- 
ial and courteous as ever, making one 
feel perfectly at home in his well-con- 
ducted hotel. After leaving the few 
good farms in the vicinity of and irri- 
gated by Cache Creek, tho country ap- 
pears an arid waste (although I believe 
it supports quite a number of cattle) 
until you roach the crossing of tho 
Thompson lliver at Savona Ferry. 
The foot of Kamloops Lake from there 
to Kainloop.s is a rolling bunch-griiss 
country carrying largo bands of cattle.

It was 
the duty of the committee, however, to 
submit adniftliill for tho consideration 
of the House which would be dealt with 
clause by clause, Tho hon. gentleman 
.lUuffed to the .cfibrts tho State of Cali- 
fornia has of lato years made not only to 
restrict Chinese immigration but to drive 
out those Mongolians who had already 
gained a foot-hold. He pointed out the 
(iifiiculty to convince tlie people of tho 
Eastern states that Chinoac competition 
is as injurious as it really is, and express- 
ed liis opinion that the Chinese .are not 
only an imdesirablo class of immigration, 
except for tho most menial positions, but 
tliat in the course of time they will so 
degrade tho laboring classes that it will 
be impossible for white men to compete 
Avith them. With respect to the clause 
providing for the seizure of goods for the 
payment of the tax proposed by tho bill 
placed before tho committee he would 
-only state that it was an e.xact transcript 
of the Provincial assessment Act. Ho di- 
lated on the great dilliculty tax collectors 
liitve in ascertaining the actu.al owners of 
Chinese property, both real and personal, 
and stated that from a want of knowledge 
of thoir language it was literally impos- 
sible tofindout in any degree of correctness 
what thoy were really wortlt. Alluding to 
the Chinese as miners, ho said they evaded 
the licenses paid by white men and as for 
tho expense they incurred under the 
head of administration of justice it was 
well known that tho nine out of ten cases 
of a criminal nature pertained to China- 
men. 

Mr. Smitho said there were few who 
would deny that the Cliiiieso (|Ucation is 
one that ouglit to be dealt with and was 
of the greatest importance; but ho could 
not compliment the leader of tho Govcrn- 
meut oh tho bill ho had placed before tho 
committee. Ho .igrcod with a great 
dc.ll of what had boon said with re- 
ference to the Cliinese evading taxation; 
but he would add that much of the 
evasion resulted from tho imperfection of 
tho Acts under which tho tax collectors 
were acting. Those Acts, however, could 
bo amended so as to do away with a groat 
dcvl of tho difficulty now experienced. 
Tho evasion of the school tax might have 
boon overcome without introducing a bill 
of tho nature now before tho committee 
which seemed to bo not intended to amend 
tho method of collecting re.aland personal 
taxes, but to drive the Chinamen from 
tho country- He rcgi'otted that the Gov- 
ernment liad evinced incapability of deal- 
ing with a momentous question and- had, 
to use a vulgar expression, " gone at it 
like a bull at a gate." It was the duty of 
the committee in remedying any evil to 
take due precautions that in doing so they 
did not create even a greater one. His 
individual opinion waS' that no advantage 
whatever was gained from the Chinamen 
as gold-seekers, and there could be no 
doubt that as long as thoy continued to 
follow gold mining pursuits there would 
bo an outflow of money to Asiatic shores. 
With reference, however, 'fo manufactur- 
ing industries, he inclined to tho opinion 
that if tho Chinese wore altogether exclud- 
ed from tho country it would bo found 
that several infant enterprises would bo 
severely crippled. Ho felt assured that 
it would result in the stoppage of at least 
two-tliirds of the Frasor River fisheries, 
and if home industries were of necessity, 
suspended it followed, as a natural conse- 



quence, that there would be a Isirgo quan- 
tity of money sent to neighboring stales 
to teed tho market which was now suppU- 
ed by provincial enterprise. Ho thought, 
therefore, that if the bill were permitted 
to pass in its present form a much larger 
stream of wealth would be caused to flow 
from the country than at present. Tho 
measure appeared to have been framed in 
a veiy shpshod and haphazard manner 
and it appeared to him that it was tho 
duty of the Government to have brought 
down a bill something approaching tho 
form in which it was intended it should 
pass. He said he thought that a bill 
should have been introduced to prevent 
the further immigration of Chinese rather 
than to drive those at present here from 
our shores. Tho leader of tho Govern- 
ment knew very well that the present 
moastiro was in reality so much buncombe, 
introduced merely to curry popular favor 
and it was well known that tho bill just 
as soon as it reached Ottawa would bo 
disallowed. He did not think tho Gov- 
ernment wore sincere, but had introduced 
the bill to get out of a difficulty cjiused by 
their electioneering pledges. As however 
ho deemed tho Chinese question one that 
should at onco bo de.ilt with ho did not 
intend to oppose tlio recommending of tho 
bill; but liopod that ho would bo able to 
introduce amendments whicli would place 
it on a much more satisfactory basis. He 
feared that if the bill wastho "satisfactory 
solution" of tho problem alluded to in the 
Liout.-Govornor'a speech, tho Govern- 
ment had greatly mistaken tho nature of 
thoir task. 

Mr. J. W. Williams followed, making 
a personal attack on tho hon. member for 
Cowichan, which drew forth loud cries of 
"Shame" and "Order." 

Mr. Evans expressed his opinion tliat it 
would bo quite possiblo to carry on homo 
industries and the lislierios without tho 
cmploj'mont of Chinamen. Ho thought 
tho time had arrived when tho Chinese 
should bo driven from tho country, and if 
justice was done to the country at Ottawa 
tho bill before the committee _jfould not 
bo disallowed. The evU. had- to be reme- 
died or tho white man would bo driven 
from tho labor market. Ho was awaro 
that certain individuals both at tho iniuca 
and in tlie city of Victoria benefitted from 
tho employment of Chinese, but that was 
no reason why tho system should bo per- 
mitted to tho detriment of tho white la- 
boring class. 

Mr. Vernon said it w.is admitted on all 
sides that tho Chinese evil was one that 
should at once bo dealt with, but tho 
present bill appeared to him to bo a per- 
fect comedy. He could not see Avhy tho 
Government had stopped short at $C0. 
Why had thoy not made it a round hun- 
dred at onco. Why did they not carry 
their moderation to its climax. The hon. 
gentleman ciuoted voluminously from- 
statistics and gave it as his opinion that 
there are about 3,000 Chiiiainon in the 
country, from whom, were the present bill 
thorouglily carried out, a revenue of $180,- 
000 would bo derived, whereas from all 
white population only some §124,000 
would bo obtained. This being the case 
ho supposed tho Govornnient would 
abolLsh the road tolls and would construct 
innumerable now roads.' In fact they 
would have so nfuch money that thoy 
would not know what to do with it. He 
failed to see how, if tho Government could 
not collect a school tax of ?2 per head, 
thoy were going to collect §00 per head, 
lie believed that tho Government would 
have boon much wiser liad thoy followed 
the example sot by Queensland and he 
would venture to state that tho Lieut. - 
Governor would disallow tho present 
measure. It was perfectly absurd to .ask 
sensible men to p.Tsa it in its present form. 
Ho supposed, however, that pressure had 
been brought to bear on the Government, 
and tliey felt that thoy were obliged to 
introduce a measure, knowing well thein- 
solves that it would bo disallowed. 

Mr. Drummoud was surprised that the 
measure had boon ataackod by hon. mem- 
bers of the Opposition, because on many 
occasions thoy had expressed themselves 
in favor of restricting tho Chinese evil. 
The Chinamen wore of no value to tho 
country and lie ridiculed tho idea of sup- 
porting homo industries by, means of 
Mongolian labor. Ho thought the bill 
was in the main a very good one, but no 
doubt it would be amended and modified 
in committee. Tho time had arrived wlion 
something must be done to check the 
flood of Chinese immigration and prevent 
those at present in tho country from eat- 
ing the white men out' of house and Koine. 
Ho had employed Chinamen himself, but 
ho had come to the conclusion that one 
white man in any class of labor was worth 
twenty Chinamen. He hoped tho bill 
would pass. 

ilr. Mara said the leader of tho Gov- 
ernment in introducing the bill had ex- 
jM-essed grave doubts as to its constitution- 
ality and had .almost intimated that it 
would bo disallowed at Ottawa. Ho had 
in fact spoken .as if he was ashamed of the 
bill (hear, hoar), knowing aa a lai^yer that 
it would never bo assented to. Why, he 
would ask, was tho bill introduced with 
such a kiiOTvlodgc ? Ho could only sup- 
po3o that pressure had been brouglit to 
bear on the Government and that they 
introduced tho bill on that account. In 
its present shape tho measure meant ad- 
ditional taxation on tho white man; it 
meant a suspension of many local indus- 
tries and for some time to cbmo a' closing 
of nearly every fishery on Eraser river. 
Hon. members of tiio Opposition were in 
favor of restricting Chinese immigration; 
but thoj' did not desire to pass a measure 
such as tho present, which it w.is very 
well knowii would not bo assented to. To 
ao so would bo equivalent to an evasion 
of the question. They were prepared to 
give a suitable bill their hearty support. 
(Hoar, hear.) 

Mr. Holgesen spoke in favor of tho bill 
and hoped it would pass without material 
alteration. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven expressed his sur- 
prise at tho stand taken by the Opposi- 
tion. If tho bill were sure to bo disallow- 
ed how was it possible that it- would re- 
sult in the closing of local industries and 
Eraser Iliver fisheries? Tho hon. member 
for Yale (Mr. Vernon) appeared to bo 
afraid that the Government would get too 
much revenue from tho operation of the 
bill,|but ho thought thatgontloman in esti- 
mating the. income to be derived from local 
sources had made a miscalculation. With 
reference to • tho proposal to pass tho 
Queensland bill ho would remind the 
House that even if thoy were not com- 
petent to pass it the Dominion Govern- 
ment was, making it applicable especially to 
British Columbia. ~ It should, fdso bo re- 
membered that most of the Chinese on 
this coast were slaves, ,ind was it not 
.against the laws of Great Britain th.it 
slavery should exist in any shape in any 
of her possessions? There were many 
ways in wliioh those objectionable people, 
tho Chinamen, could bo dealt with and he 
hoped the bill would be at onco reported 
to the House and subsequently amended 
if found necessary. 

Hon. Mr. Walkcm replied to tho re- 
marks made by members of the Opposi- 
tion and complimented them on the vitality 
they had shewn in discussing tho question. 
Ho ridiculed their argument .' that - if - the 



biU passed ib would close tho fisheries and 
intimated tliat if such were to prove the 
case it was evidenye that the Chinamen 
actually had possession of that industry. 
It would be worse than folly to reject tho 
bill merely on tho supposition that it 
might bo disallowed at Ottawa. He was 
not, of course, prepared to say whether it 
would or would not be, but it was, at least, 
• tho duty of tho House to make an earnest 
effort to restrict and remedy an existing 
evil. 

Mr. Ash said the House had no powor 
to deal with tho matter and that it would 
have been just as sensible to have intro- 
duced a bill to provide for tho bettor col- 
lection of taxes from Canadians. Tho hon. 
introducer himself had oxpreaaed a doubt 
as to tho bill being allowed, but if it actu- 
ally became law it would bo instrumental 
in making a largo number of Mongolian 
slaves for tho Government. Chinamen 
would be set to work on the roads in de- 
fault of paying thoir taxes ; thoy would bo 
charged for their keep, for which thoy could 
not pay, and thoy would again bo put 
to work and so on for ever; Ho consider- 
ed the measure a most damaging one ; a 
disgrace if it passed, not only to tho Gov- 
ernment, but to the country at largo. Ho 
could not conceive how any Goveniiiiont 
could have had tho audacity or could liavo 
been so lost to thoir responsibility as to 
have introduced such a bill, well knowing 
that it would'.,, certainly bo disallowed. 
(Hoar, hoar.) "Tlowever dosirablo it might 
bo to restrict Chinese immigration he was 
suro tho proposed plan was not. the one to 
adopt. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom briefly replied and 
tho bill was then recomrapnded to the 
Houso and read a first time without di- 
vision. 

CARUKKJ KOAI) TOI.t.S. 

The House then went into committeo 
to consider his Honor tho Lieut. -Govern- 
or's message transmitting a bill to amend 
tho "Cariboo Wagon Iload ToUs Act, 
1876"— Mr. 'Abrams in tho chair. 

Hon. Mr. W.ilkcm said lie was aware 
that the bill would bo opjHiaed by tho 
representatives from Y.ilo district; but Iio 
contended that it was only right that tho 
road toll should bo cullocted at Yalo in- 
stead of higher up tho road. 

Mr. ISIara said the leader of the Gov- 
ernment failed to give any reason why 
parties living 25 miles above the toll gate 
should pay as heavy a toll as those who 
had tho uso of the entire length of the 
road and lived at Cariboo. Tliere was 
nothing just about it. Tho hon. gentle- 
man narrated the circumstances connected 
with tho abolition and re-imposition of 
the road tools and said that it was im- 
proper that tho leader of the Govern- 
ment shouhl pitchfork a bill into tho 
House, ignoring accepted principles, with- 
out offering oiio word of explanation in 
defence of it. The bill w.i.s manifestly 
unfair to the farinors and consuniors who 
resided on tho lower,, portion of the road 
for thoy, using SO miles of^e road, wore 
compelled to pay as much for tho uso 
of it as residents of Cariboo and tho upper 
Mainland who used its entire length. He 
could only come to the conclusion that 
tho Government had introduced the bill 
with the full determination of jiunishing 
tho district of Yalo for sending three 
members to oppose their policy. Tho dis- 
trict by tho moasuro would be coinpoUed 
to p.iy nioro than tho equivalent of dual 
taxation which, in tho face of pledges of 
Victoria members, was anything but an 
act of good faith. (Hear, hear.) 

j\Ir. Evans spoke in favor of the bill 
and equal taxation. 

Mr. Vernon denied that Oariboo paid 
more than her fair sharo of taxation. Tlio 
district had been exempted from mining 
property taxation, and if that was not dis- 
criminative taxation he did not know 
what W.IS. He proeoeded to quote copi- 
ously from figures to show tho average 
pel- cajnta taxation of the various districts 
of tho Province and said that Tale con- 
tributed 830 per head annually to tho re- 
venue, but with the proposed mo.asure in 
force an addition.il 510 per head would bo 
put on simply because the ropresontativos 
from the district opposed the Govern- 
ment. (Hoar.) 

Mr. Wilson spoke in favor of tho bill 
and considered that if anything the peo- 
ple of Yalo ought to bo glad that a higher 
tax was not imposed. 

Tho question was then put and the com- 
mitteo reported tho bill on a division of 

in to 6. 

Tho bill was then read a first time, sec- 
ond reading on Wednesday next. 

UAir.WAY. 

Mr. Ash moTcd that a rosjjectful ad- 
dress be presented to His Honor tho 
Lieutentint-Goveriior, requesting that a 
return bo made to tho Houso of all corres- 
pondence held between tho Provincial and 
Dominion Governments, during tho cur- 
rent year, on the Bubjoot of the railway 
rosorv.ition of the East Coast of Vancouver 
Island. 

Seconded by Mr. Abrams and carried. 
The House then adjourned till 2 p.m. 
on Wednesday.

MoNDiVj'SAug. 5. 

His Worship tho Mayor took the Chair 
at 7:50 p.m. Present, Couns. WiUianis, 
Dalby, Sliakespeare, Marvin, Redfern, 
Turner and Todd. 

Coun. Redfern asked tliat tho mhiutes 
of the last meeting bo read. 

Couns. Shakespeare and Dalby objected 
in that this was a special and not a regiilar 
meeting of tho Council. 

Coun. Redfern read from the rides of 
order to show thatat "all" meetingsof tho 
Council tho minutes of tho previous meet- 
ing must first bo road. ' ' ' 

His Worship ruled .thaf.the minutes 
should bo read. , . ,.. 

Coun. Williams objected In that ho had 
never heard of such a thing before jis 
reading the minutes at a spoci.il meeting. 

His Worship held to his first ruling, 
that tho minutes should be read, and saiil 
that the present discussion was entirely 
out of order. 

Coun. Williams said that "at all meet- 
ings" meant at the nioetinga held on each 
Wodnosday. 

Coun. Shakespoaro asked whether tho 
rules of ordor did not state that at special 
meetings of tho Council no subject shall 
bo considered other than that for which 
tho meeting was called ? 

Coun. Williams moved that the, notices 
called for go ort, and said ho would not 
allow any Councillor to rule the. Council, 
and if tho Jlayor was to do' all the work 
ho did not see tho uso of the Oouneil at- 
tending. .,- 

Coun. Redfern explained tliat the rplos 
distinctly state that at "all" meetings tho 
minutoi shall first bo read. 

His Worship- again ruled that the 
minutes must bo read. 

Coun. Shakespeare, seconded by Coun. 
Williams, moved that the minutes b^ not 
road. 

Coun. Redfern drew the attention of 
the Alayor to tho fact that such a motion 
was contrary to tho rules of ordor. 

Coun. Williams said tho motion was in 
order and said it w.is a one-sided council, 
and if the Mayor was opposed to any mo- 
tion ho refused to put it. 

His Worship said ho had been placed 
in his chair by tho citizens of Victoria to 
uphold their rights and see that the meet- 
ings of the Council wore properly Ciirriod 
out. In this caso he most certainly con- 
sidered that tho rules of order called for 
tho reading of the minutes. Because an 
illegal act had been committed for the 
last five or si-x years ho could not see that 
he should thoreforo continue to uphold 
that illegality. If the majority of tho 
Council objected to his ruling lot- any two 
of them appeal against his decision. 

Tho minutes woro then read. 

Coun. Mar^'in, seconded by coun. Dalby, 
moved that tho adoption of tho minutes 
bo deferred till tho next meeting of the 
Council. Carried. 

Coun. Redfeni, seconded by coun. 
Todd, moved that tho Council do now go 
into committee of tho whole with coun. 
Williams in the chair. ' . 

After some diseuHsion it was decided to 
go on with the business for ' which the 
mooting had been called. 

WATER t'O.MMISSIOXKR. 

Coun. D.ilby'a motion for the dismissal 
of the Water Commissioner was road. 

His Worship said ho must absolutely 
decline to put this motion. If any of tho 
Council objected, any two of them could 
appeal against that ruling. 

Coun. Sh.ikospoaro saiil they had tried 
this at the last meeting, but that thoy h.id 
boon obliged to withdraw that appeal be- 
cause His Worship would not put tho mo- 
tion. 

His Worship said the reason tho motion 
was withdrawn was because he decided that 

the appellants could not vote. ' Whether 
this was legal or not ho was nol^cortain of 
at tho time; but now rather than obstruct 
tho working of tho Council ho would al- 
low the .ippollants to vote, and if the ma- 
jority were opposed to his ruling ho would 
then Ic.ive tho chair; but ho would remind 
them that he wits Gottntsillor as well as 
Mayor and would therefore take his seat 
at tho Council Board. 

Coun. Williams said, no; that would not 
suit them. His Worship must put the 
question or resign, and ho (Coun. Wil- 
liams) would sit in his chair for ono week 
to make tho Mayor put tho motion, 

Coun. Dalby said to make this a tost 
question he would ' resign if tho Mayor 
would and go before the electors. 

Coun. Turner said it was absurd to talk 
in that manner. Tho people wore desir- 
ous of obtaining good water and here are 
some of tho Councillors talking of resign- 
ing and throwing themself on the- electors 
rather tlian work like meii for the advjBn- 
tago of the city. 

Coun. Williams proposed that the 
M.iyor .and Councillors should at onco 
hand in thoir resignations and lot tho 
people elect persons who woUld work for 
them. 

His Worship s.iid he had no intention 
of resigning until the end of his term; 
but wmle ho remained in office he would 
do his utmost for the ~ ratepayers and see 
that the Council did not throw away thoir 
money as was now proposed. 

Coun. Todd said ho had observed, when 
this motion was first brought up, the Wa- 
ter Conimiaaionor w.is accused of not be- 
ing able to attend to the waterworks; but 
now they come forward and^ say that he 
does not do his surveying, and oven then 
they deny that thoy bring any charges 
against him. 

Coun. Shakospc.iro said no charges wore 
brought against the Water Commissioner, 
but if any were wanted they could prove 
that he had neglected the water works and 
had also ordered things .and entered into 
oipcnBCS unauthorized by t;he Council. 

His Worship — ^Will you please put 
those charges on paper? ' ■ / - -^ ^ 

Coun. Shakespeare — ^Np j thoy ' aria not 
in order. ' ' , . ' 

Coun. Redfern — Then -whydoyou make' 
them? 

Coun. Shakespeare — Because thoy aro 
in order. Ho considered something ought 
to be dono ; if nothing else, stop tho rate- 
payers from drinking this water. [A Coun- 
cillor — Give them whiskoj'.] No, I 
won't drink neither your dirty water nor 
your dWy whiskey. ; 

Court. Williams said he would not trust 
Mr. Gastineau with a Chinaman. 

Coun. Turner — No ; you are afr.iid ho 
would got too much work out of him. 
. Coun. Willhims — I consider ^ All. ^; Gast- 
ineau is not a fit person to" takb'chargo of 
tho water works. 

Coun. Turner said this question might 
have been settled a month since had tho 
Council agreed to his idea that Mr. Gasti- 
neau should be given an .isoistant. Tliis 
ho believed would yet be tho caso. As it 
now stands the Council, refuse to do what 
Mr. Gastineau advises, refuse to give him 
any assist.ince, and yet at tho same time 
lay the whole blame of the bad water on 
his shoulders. How consistent! Tho 
Council aro doing thoir utmost to got rid 
of Mr. Gastineau, and to accomplish this 
Couns. Williams, Dalby and Shakespeare 
0X0 throwing every obstruction in his way. 

His Worship asked thie clerk to bring 
him some of the debentures so that ho 



might sign them as there was nothing else 
to do. 

Coun, Williams said no business could 
r-be done^other than'that on tho notice. 

Cpii'n.-. Shakespeare hero proposed that 
refreshments bo brought in. 

Upon which ono councillor proposed 
wliisky, another cofTeo and another cockr 
tails. (To give them - .in appetite to go on 
with the business of tho city.) 

A dcad';lock hero ensued when Coun, 
Dolby /'seconded ■ by Coim. Shakespeare 
moved that the Council adjourn till Wed- 
nesday evening. Carried. 

Ilvinlcipal Folico Covirt. 

(Before B.0> Courtney, Esq.] 

Monday, August 5th. 
Peter, a Bella Bella Indian, on remand 
charged with having murdered one John 
Copel, about 40 miles from Bella Bella in 
1870. 

James Francis Armstrong being sworn, 
said that lie had been acquainted with 
John Copel some ten years. In May, 
1870, witness, John Copel and the prison- 
er Peter went up'to Bella Bella in tho 
steamer Otter ; arriving there they mot 
a Eittinat and also a Hoiliai canoo ; they 
started in thoso canoes to go to Kittinat. 
After being at Kittinat a short time Peter 
left, but before going told John Copel 
that if he did not like the place ho could 
go down to Victoria with him ; aftorabout 
six weeks Copol bought a canoo for two 
blaiikotH and -left for Victoria; he had 
then in his possession $100 from the wit- 
ness, 18 or 20 marten and 20 mink skins ; 
also a trunk in which there was a quanti- 
ty of clothing, a gold watch and chain, a 
silver watch, sover-il valuable gold rings, 
an Italian .shaving box with razors, Ac, 
complete ; ho also had a gold specimen 
worth about ?8 made into a scarf pin.
